INSCRIPTIONS IN GULBARGA. 
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I can f^nd no to 6t duldvatii liere. It may perhaps be the name of a kind of gun. 

Khavfis^ Ebao was the minister who set Sikandar on the throne and the description of Sikan- 
dar as the son of ‘All *Adil was probably intended as an answer to the rumour, fostered by 
Aurangnb, that Sikandar was snpposititiouB. 

The Sidi Sumbul here mentioned was probably a country-bom Abyssinian. His father. Malik 
‘AmW, is not to be confused with the great Malik ‘Ambar, but was probably identical with 
Alalik ‘Ambar “the Bij&piiii,** mentioned in the Padishdhndma (i. 521) as being employed with 
the army of Bijspftr operating against the imperial army besieging Daulatab&d. 

(22) The following inscription is cut on a stone which was drawn up from an old well when 
it was being cleaned. It is not clear to what building it refers:—

In the reign of-the emperor * Alamgir, the G^zi, the slave Muhammad St^lS son 
of Khwaja completed this on the 27th Sha‘b^ in the thirty-eighth year of the reign, corre¬ 
sponding with A.H. 1105 (April 24, 1694 A.D.).

SOME INSCRIPTIONS IN BERAR. 

Bt Major T. W. Haio, I.A., 

Attiftant Secretary to the Government of India in the Foreign Department.' 

I propose in this paper to give an account of such inscriptions in Berar as I have been able 
to examine. The list is not exhaustive, and in the case of Samskpt inscriptions 1 have been 
obliged, owing to my ignorance of that language, to content myself with a reference to them, 
which will, however, be a sufficient indication to other and better equipped workers m the same 
field of the locaUties in which they are to be found. It is desirable that there should be a record 
of the inscriptions which I now bring to notice, for some of them have raffered severely and 
nearly all continue to suffer from the effects of the weather. The hmcriptions can most conve¬ 
niently be consiaerod topographically. 

I. GiWlLOA^H. 

GawU was the old fortress-capital of Berar, ElicpOr being the seat of government. 
Unfortunately the fort contains no old inscriptions, the earliest being one of Fathn- llah Imadu- 
I-Mnlk, the first independent king of Berar. We might have expected to find some record of 
Ahmad’ Sibah Bahmanl I, who, according to Firiqbta. built the fort in A.D. 1425. The inscrip¬ 
tion of Fsthn-Hah * Im&dn-l-Mulk is above the south-western gate of the fort, the Fir Patha 
(Path) Darvinsa, in the filling of the arch. The stone used has snJered^uchJr^Jthe^^tJ^, 
and such an extent that only small portions of the inscription are legible. It 

appeaiChowew, that these portions embody the important part of the inscription. Thejitnati^ 
ol the inscription is unfortunate.

III. Akola.

A mosqne which was founded on the earth and of which the pavement resembled the 
highest heaven 

Right spacious, right lofty, with the new moon for the arch of its prayer-niche, 

He built as a place of worship for the pious, the holders of the faith, 

That he might obtain in heaven a lofty and unequalled palace, 

An angel’s voice declared the year of its foundation and completion, A^. 1150.*' 

These bombastio and insipid verses tell us nothing except that one Mirxa Am5n, entitled 
62}Ir Baig, built the mosque, which by no means deserves the praise bestowed upon it, as 
a memorial to his father, and in the neighbourhood of the tomb of a saint named Zahlru-l- 
Haqq or Zahim-d-din, in A.H. 1150 (A.D. 1737-38). I have not been able to asoertaia 
anything about the founder. 

The following lines are inscribed over the gate of the jSglrdars havell .—

second hemistich of the first couplet should be , oh meirum, and this idiom, thoug 

inelegant, is characteristically Indian. The verses may be translated as foUows 


From the Hijra one thousand one hundred and fifteen years 
Had passed when this Qddiri gate was built. 

For each one who in this world bears his head erect, like a (drawn) 

And lowers it not at the gate of the Almighty, (we can but say) * Alas 1 
The builder of this gate was probably one ‘Ahdu-l-Qadir, concerning whom 
tain nothing.

(and) by means of the Uberality of that successful and exalted man. 

He was a ruler who was kind to dareit^t. A.H. 1015 (A.D. 1606-07).” 

In the interior of Babu’s shrine the chronogram t«» u/tolU. gives the date of 

the saint's death as A.H. /91 (A.11.1388). 

It is said that there was formerly a Samslqi inscription, out on the rock above the two 
small oaves in the hUl near the town, but that the portion of the rook which bore the u^pbon 
fell away. The inscription, if it ever existed, has completely disappeared. The« are, however, 

inscriptiona on the capitals of the pilh« within the caves, but 1 cannot decipher them.
